The 
amendment to the Ordinance referred above is hereby published for general information. The text of the amendment is 
furnished below: 

The “ Mahatma Gandhi University Ordinance 2011-regarding Academic year, Semesters and 
Vacations & Holidays ” is amended as follows: 


Existing Ordinance 

Ordinance 2.1. The academic year shall consist of two 
Semesters of six months duration, as following, except 
for B.Ed. programmes. 

Ordinance 2.2. Duration of odd number Semesters 
(1, 3, 5 etc.) shall be June to November every year 

Ordinance 2.3. Duration of even number Semesters 
(2, 4, 6 etc.) shall be December to May every year. 

Ordinance 2.4. There shall be one month Semester 
break/vacation in each Semester in November and May 
every year. 

6. B.Ed. Programme 

Ordinance 6.1. The first semester for B.Ed. programme 
shall be from November to April and the second 
Semester from May to October. 

Ordinance 6.2. There shall be one-month Semester 
break/vacation in each semester in April and October.

The Academic year for all Colleges affdiated to the University begins on the 1st of June each year and ends on 
the 31st of May next year. 

2. Semesters: 

2.1. The academic year shall consist of two Semesters of five months duration, as following, except for B.Ed. 
programmes. 

2.2. Duration of odd number Semesters (1, 3, 5 etc.) shall be June to October every year. 

2.3. Duration of even number Semesters (2, 4, 6 etc.) shall be November to March, every year. 

2.4. There shall be two months vacation from 1st April to 31st May in every academic- year. 

2.5 A period not exceeding 15 days shall be allowed for the Onam & Christmas holidays. The exact days will be 
notified by the University each year. These holidays will not be treated as vacation. 

3. Working days: 

3.1. Each Semester consisting of a minimum of 450 contact hours distributed over 90 working days, inclusive of 
examination days, within 18 five-day academic weeks. 

3.2. For Professional colleges, there shall be in an academic year the alternative of 960 working hours excluding hours 
spent for examinations in place of 180 working days. 

3.3. Provided that it shall be competent for the Syndicate to condone the shortage of attendance in minimum number 
of working days/hours in appropriate cases, to the extent fixed. 

4. Holidays: 

4.1. All Colleges shall be closed on the following days: 

(a) All days declared as holidays by the Kerala Government. 

(b) Such other holidays as may be declared by the Registrar. 

4.2. In colleges affiliated to the University, the Principals may fix the working days and holidays subject to the 
provisions contained in Ordinances, 2 and 3 above and in accordance with the Academic Calendar of the 
University. 

5. List of holidays: 

At the commencement of each academic year, the University shall prepare a Calendar showing the list of working 
days and holidays during the year and the Principals shall report from time to time any change in the list made by them 
subsequently, for approval of the University.

The Government of Kerala vide the G.O. cited (1) has issued orders revising the Scale of pay of teachers in 
Universities, Affiliated colleges, teachers in Law Colleges and Engineering Colleges and Kerala Agricultural University and 
teachers in Physical Education and qualified Librarians etc. in accordance with the revised UGC Scheme. The Government 
Order was implemented in the University vide the UO read as papers (2) and (3). 

The University Grants Commission has, vide its notification read as (4) above has issued UGC regulations on 
minimum qualifications for appointment of teachers and other academic staff in Universities and colleges and measures for 
the maintenance of standards in higher education, 2010. As per Section 39 of the Mahatma Gandhi University Act, 1985, 
and as per Statute 1, Chapter 39 of the Mahatma Gandhi University Statutes, 1997, the power to make or repeal the 
Regulations providing for the qualifications of teachers is vested with the Academic Council. The regulation promulgated 
by the University Grants Commission, vide its Notification read as (4) were adopted in the University by the Vice- 
Chancellor exercising the powers conferred under Section 10 (17) of Chapter 3 of the Mahatma Gandhi University, 
Act, 1985. 

The Government of Kerala also, vide the paper read as (5) have accorded sanction to approve and to implement 
the UGC Regulations 2010 on minimum qualifications for appointment of Teachers and other Academic Staff in 
Universities and Colleges and measures for the maintenance of standards in Higher Education, with effect from 18-9-2010, 
ie., the date of publication of the said Regulations in the Government of India Gazette, subject to the exception that 
where there are any provision in the Regulations inconsistent with the provisions in the G.O. read (1) above, those 
provisions in the G.O. would override the provisions in the Regulations to the extent of such inconsistency Government 
have also ordered that notwithstanding anything contained in the Regulations only those benefits both monetary and 
others specified in the Government Order read as (1) above would be receivable. 
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The G.O. makes it necessary that the Universities shall incorporate the Regulations in the Statutes and the UGC 
Regulations. The Government will initiate steps to amend the special rules to give effect to the stipulations of the 
regulations. Vide the G.O. read as (6), the Government have stayed the provisions regarding the constitution of Selection 
Committee for the post of Assistant Professor. 

The action taken by the Vice-Chancellor was reported as required under Section 10 (17) of Chapter 3 of the 
MGU Act, 1985, along with the subsequent orders passed by the Government of Kerala vide the G Os read as (5) and (6) 
to the Academic Council at its meeting held on 18-12-2010, and the minutes of the said meeting was laid before the 
Syndicate at its meeting held on 17-1-2011 as required under Sections 39 and 40 of the Mahatma Gandhi University 
Act, 1985. 

The revised Regulations shall supersede all regulations issued in this area earlier. 

The full text of the Regulations issued by the UGC is appended to this Order. The same shall be in force in this 
University subject to the provisions contained vide Government Orders read as papers (1), (5) and (6).

ORDER 

The Kerala State Higher Education Council recommended for implementing the suggestions put forwarded by 
Prof. B. Hrdayakumari Committee on the revision of the existing CBCSS curriculum. The Syndicate of the University 
considered the recommendations and has resolved, vide paper read (1) above, to implement the suggestions with certain 
modifications. The Senate of the University also has resolved to implement the recommendations of Prof. B. Hrdayakumari 
Committe (read 3). 

The Expert Committees constituted in this regard held detailed deliberations on the reforms to be made in the existing 
CBCSS regulations and the Core Committee formed from the Expert Committees submitted the draft of the revised CBCSS

ORDER 

The “Regulations for Under Graduate Programmes under Choice Based Course Credit Semester System and Grading, 
2013” was promulgated vide U.O. read as (1) above. In this regulation Clause 11.2 (c) stipulates that the practical 
examinations shall be conducted in even semesters only. 

Since the practical Core Courses are independent, clubbing the practical examinations of odd and even semesters will 
create confusion and inconvenience to student community and teachers alike. Hence the Conveners of Expert Committee 
suggested that the practical examination of the Core Courses of UG Programmes other than Model I and Model II may 
be conducted at the respective semesters itself. 

Therefore, in the CBCSS Regulations-2013, after Clause 11.2 (d), sub clause 11.2 (e) is inserted as given below: 

11.2 (e). The practical examination (external and internal) for the Core Courses of the UG Programmes other than 
Model I and Model II shall be conducted in the respective semesters itself. Mark distribution for practical examination of 
the Core Courses (Full Practical) of UG Programmes other than Model I and Model II will be as follows: 


(i) Marks of external practical examination -80 

(ii) Marks of internal practical examination - 20
